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HIGHLIGHTS  OF  THE  1968  VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  MARYLAND 


POPULATION 

The  July  1,  1968  estimate  of  the  number  of  Maryland  residents  was 
3,755,040.   This  represented  an  increase  of  about  654,000  over  the 
3,100,689  enumerated  by  the  census  of  April  1,  1960.   Some  373,000 
of  the  gain  was  due  to  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  and  281,000 
to  net  migration  —  the  difference  between  those  who  have  moved  into 
and  out  of  the  State.   The  population  rise  since  the  1960  census  has 
averaged  2.3  percent  per  year,  one  of  the  largest  reported  for  any 
state,  and  nearly  double  the  national  average. 

Approximately  82  percent  of  the  State's  residents  lived  in  the  two 
metropolitan  areas.   The  Baltimore  Metropolitan  Area  —  composed  of 
Baltimore  City  and  the  nearby  counties  of  Anne  Arundel,  Baltimore, 
Carroll,  Harford,  and  Howard  —  contained  2,005,850  persons  in  1968  — 
an  increase  of  202,000  since  1960.   Montgomery  and  Prince  Georges 
Counties  in  the  Washington  Metropolitan  Area  comprise  the  State's 
fastest  growing  area  with  1,082,090  residents,  a  gain  of  384,000  over 
the  1960  census.   Both  in  numbers  and  percentage,  Prince  Georges  County 
had  the  largest  increase  of  any  county.   The  number  of  its  residents 
rose  more  than  70  percent  between  1960  and  1968,  and  it  now  surpasses 
Baltimore  County  as  Maryland's  most  populous  county. 

The  State's  three  non-metropolitan  regions  —  Northwestern  Maryland, 
Southern  Maryland,  and  the  Eastern  Shore  —  all  grew  moderately  between 
1960  and  1968.   The  July  1,  1968  estimate  for  the  four  counties  of 
Northwestern  Maryland  —  Allegany,  Frederick,  Garrett,  and  Washington  — 
was  204,220,  a  rise  of  36,000  since  1960.   An  estimated  106,120  persons 
were  in  the  three  counties  of  Southern  Maryland  —  Calvert,  Charles,  and 
St.  Marys  —  an  increase  of  19,000  since  1960.   The  estimate  for  the  nine 
Eastern  Shore  Counties  —  Caroline,  Cecil,  Dorchester,  Kent,  Queen  Annes, 
Somerset,  Talbot,  Wicomico,  and  Worcester  —  was  256,760,  an  increase  of 
13,000  since  1960.   This  area  had  the  lowest  growth  rate  with  all  but 
three  of  its  counties  (Cecil,  Wicomico,  and  Worcester)  having  a  virtually 
stationary  population. 

Maryland's  population  is  increasingly  becoming  concentrated  in  the  suburban 
counties  around  Baltimore  and  Washington.   The  proportion  living  in  Mont- 
gomery and  Prince  Georges  Counties  rose  from  22.5  percent  in  1960  to  28.8 
percent  in  1968,  while  the  five  suburban  counties  near  Baltimore  increased 
their  share  of  the  State's  total  population  from  27.9  to  29.5  percent  during 
this  period.   Conversely,  Baltimore  City  in  1968  accounted  for  only  23.9 
percent  of  Maryland's  population  as  compared  with  30.3  percent  in  1960, 
while  the  sixteen  counties  in  the  State's  non-metropolitan  areas  had  17.8 
percent  of  all  inhabitants  in  1968  versus  19.3  percent  in  1960. 


II.   BIRTHS 


A.   Trend 


The  number  of  births  to  Maryland  residents  in  1968  was  68,407,  about  two 
percent  fewer  than  the  69,726  reported  in  1967,  and  the  smallest  figure 
since  1954.   After  reaching  a  record  high  of  79,003  births  in  1964,  the 
number  has  fallen  each  year  since. 

Maryland's  1968  birth  rate  of  18.2  per  1,000  population  is  the  lowest 
figure  noted  since  1940  and  continues  the  decline  from  the  1957  peak 
of  26.3.   Birth  rates  for  both  whites  and  nonwhites  haye  shown  similar 
declines  since  1957.   The  white  population's  rate  of  17.0  per  1,000  in 
1968  was  31  percent  below  the  1957  level  of  24.6.   The  rate  for  nonwhites 
in  1968  of  23.9  per  1,000  was  also  about  31  percent  below  the  peak  of 
34.8  reached  in  1957. 

The  recent  decline  in  birth  rates  is  a  phenomenon  that  has  been  observed 
in  e/ery  state  in  the  nation  and  in  every  political  subdivision  in  Maryland. 
In  all  but  two  of  the  State's  23  counties,  rate  declines  of  20  percent  or 
more  have  been  experienced  since  1960.   In  a  few  counties,  reductions  in 
excess  of  35  percent  have  taken  place. 


B.  Age  of  Mother  and  Birth  Order 

A  major  factor  in  the  current  decline  in  the  birth  rate  has  been  a  sharp 
drop  in  the  number  of  births  to  women  at  the  older  childbearing  ages. 
Births  to  Maryland  females  aged  30  years  or  more  fell  by  30  percent  between 
1964  and  1968.   These  women  for  the  most  part  began  childbearing  in  the 
1950' s,  had  most  of  their  children  soon  after  marriage,  and  are  now  having 
relatively  few  births. 

A  decreasing  number  of  younger  as  well  as  older  couples  are  adding  to  their 
families  after  a  moderate  size  has  been  attained.   The  number  of  Maryland 
women  of  all  ages  having  fourth  or  higher  order  births  in  1968  was  41  percent 
below  that  in  1964,  just  four  years  earlier.   The  number  of  women  having 
third  order  births  decreased  by  26  percent,  and  the  number  having  second  order 
births  by  5  percent.   In  contrast,  the  number  of  women  having  their  first 
child  has  steadily  increased  as  the  numerically  large  contingent  born  during 
the  "baby  boom"  following  World  War  II  began  creating  their  families. 

C.  Illegitimate  Births 

The  number  of  births  to  Maryland  residents  in  1968  in  which  the  parents  were 
not  married  totaled  9,524.   Slightly  more  than  half  of  these  were  born  to 
mothers  under  20  years  of  age.   Since  women  in  this  age  group  accounted  for 
only  18  percent  of  all  live  births,  illegitimacy  ratios  were  very  much  higher 
among  younger  mothers. 
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The  number  and  proportion  of  illegitimate  births  to  Maryland  residents 
has  increased  steadily  since  1962,  the  first  year  since  the  1930' s  for 
which  information  is  available.  In  1968,  out-of-wedlock  births  constituted 
13.9  percent  of  all  live  births  compared  with  13.3  percent  in  1967  and 
9.8  percent  in  1962.  Among  white  births  5.3  percent  were  illegitimate 
in  1968  compared  with  3.0  percent  in  1962,  while  among  nonwhites,  43.5 
percent  of  all  live  births  were  illegitimate  compared  with  33.3  in  1962. 

Maryland's  experience  over  the  past  six  years  follows  the  national  trend 
which,  since  the  early  1950' s,  has  shown  a  steady  increase  in  the  number 
and  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  with  no  signs  of  any  reversal.   A 
current  study  views  the  situation  as  "a  symptom  of  the  unresolved  economic 
and  identity  problem  of  a  period  of  transition" . * 


D.   Low  Birth  Weight 

Because  of  the  relative  ease  of  collection,  birth  weight  data  have  been 
widely  used  over  the  years  as  an  indication  of  maturity.   Infants  weighing 
2500  grams  (5^  pounds)  or  less  have  traditionally  been  classified  as 
"premature"  and  those  weighing  2501  grams  or  more  have  been  classified  as 
"mature". 

With  increasing  medical  interest  in  infants  born  before  term,  coupled 
with  more  sophistication  in  data  collection  and  analysis  as  regards 
gestational  age,  the  term  "low  birth  weight"  rather  than  "premature"  has 
come  into  increasing  usage  to  designate  infants  with  birth  weights  of 
2500  grams  or  less.   The  new  terminology  is  used  in  Maryland's  1968  report 
for  the  first  time. 

In  1968,  7.1  percent  of  live  births  of  white  Maryland  residents  were  in 
the  low  birth  weight  category,  the  lowest  percentage  since  1957.   The 
corresponding  figure  for  nonwhite  births  was  15.0,  the  lowest  since  1961. 


E.   Length  of  Pregnancy 

With  the  introduction  of  a  revised  State  of  Maryland  Certificate  of  Live 
Birth  as  of  January  1,  1968,  information  on  the  date  of  the  mother's  last 
normal  menses  became  available  for  the  first  time.   (This  information 
appears  on  the  certificate's  confidential  section.)   Similar  information 
has  been  available  on  certificates  for  events  occurring  in  Baltimore  City 
for  some  time. 

For  statistical  purposes  the  recommended  method  for  estimating  the 
duration  of  pregnancy  is  to  determine  the  interval  in  completed  weeks 
from  the  first  day  of  the  mother's  last  normal  menstrual  period  to  the

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date  of  delivery  of  the  infant.  This  method  results  in  an  interval 
determination  that  is  greater  than  one  calculated  from  the  presumed 
date  of  conception. 

The  results  of  the  first  year's  experience  in  Maryland  with  data  on 
length  of  pregnancy  are  presented  in  Table  21.   Looking  first  at  the 
column  for  birth  weights,  the  peak  concentration  for  white  births  is 
seen  to  be  at  the  interval  of  40-41  weeks,  while  that  for  nonwhites 
was  at  38-39  weeks. 

A  close  relationship  is  known  to  exist  between  length  of  pregnancy 
and  birth  weight  of  the  infant  and  the  data  in  Table  21 -reflect  this 
correlation.   In  general,  as  birth  weight  increases  so  does  the  dura- 
tion of  pregnancy.   However,  among  infants  of  low  birth  weight  for 
whom  length  of  pregnancy  was  reported,  38  percent  of  white  babies 
and  30  percent  of  nonwhite  babies  were  born  at  gestation  periods  of 
38  weeks  or  more.   That  basic  differences  exist  between  whites  and 
nonwhites  regarding  the  birth  weight-gestation  structure  at  delivery 
is  well  documented. 


F.   Prenatal  Care 

As  the  proportion  of  live  births  to  Maryland  residents  being  delivered 
in  hospitals  (97.9  percent  in  1960;  99.4  percent  in  1968)  approaches 
the  theoretical  maximum,  interest  and  concern  have  shifted  to  the  date 
of  onset  of  prenatal  care  received  by  women  during  the  course  of  preg- 
nancy.  Statewide  data,  available  for  the  first  time  in  1968,  indicate 
about  two-thirds  of  the  women  who  gave  birth  during  the  year  appeared 
for  their  first  prenatal  visit  in  the  first  trimester  of  pregnancy 
(Table  20) .   About  72  percent  of  all  white  women  began  prenatal  care 
during  the  first  trimester  as  compared  to  approximately  42  percent  of 
the  nonwhite  women.   Conversely,  6  percent  of  white  mothers  and  15  percent 
of  nonwhite  began  prenatal  visits  in  their  last  trimester  or  had  no 
prenatal  care. 

Age  of  mother  is  another  important  variable  associated  with  the  date  of 
the  first  prenatal  care  visit.   Among  both  whites  and  nonwhites,  women 
aged  25-34  years  were  most  likely  to  receive  early  medical  care,  while 
mothers  under  18  years  of  age  were  least  likely.   In  each  age  group  the 
proportion  receiving  prenatal  care  during  the  first  three  months  of 
pregnancy  was  consistently  much  lower  among  nonwhite  than  among  white 
mothers. 
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III.   DEATHS 


A.   Trend 

The  number  of  Maryland  residents  who  died  in  1968  was  32,596,  an  increase 
of  1,437  over  the  31,159  reported  for  1967.   The  crude  death  rate  of  8.7 
per  1,000  population  compared  with  a  rate  of  8.4  in  1967.   This  rise  was 
primarily  due  to  two  extensive  outbreaks  of  acute  respiratory  illness, 
the  first  in  January  and  the  second  in  December.   A  comparable  increase 
in  the  death  rate  has  been  reported  for  the  nation. 


B.   Deaths  by  Month 

The  number  of  deaths  by  month  of  occurrence  is  shown  in  Table  35.   The 
usual  seasonal  pattern  of  greater  mortality  in  the  winter  than  in  the 
summer  was  repeated  in  1968.   However,  as  the  result  of  two  outbreaks 
of  viral  diseases,  mortality  reached  particularly  high  levels  in  two 
months.   In  January,  when  Asian  influenza  reached  its  peak,  the  number 
of  deaths  occurring  among  Maryland  residents  was  22  percent  greater 
than  during  the  comparable  month  of  1967.   In  December,  when  Hong  Kong 
type  influenza  was  rampant,  deaths  of  State  residents  numbered  12  percent 
more  than  in  December,  1967.   Each  of  the  influenza  epidemics  had  a 
greater  impact  upon  the  mortality  level  in  Baltimore  City  than  in  the 
counties.   During  the  balance  of  1968  (from  February  through  November) , 
2  percent  more  deaths  occurred  than  during  the  same  months  of  1967.   This 
would  be  expected  since  the  State ' s  population  increased  at  a  similar 
rate  during  this  period. 


C.   Deaths  by  Cause 

In  1968,  classification  of  causes  of  death  by  the  Eighth  Revision  Inter- 
national Classification  of  Diseases,  Adapted  for  Use  in  the  United  States 
replaced  the  Seventh  Revision,  which  had  been  used  for  the  period  1958 
through  1967.   The  introduction  of  this  new  revision  has  resulted  in  some 
breaks  in  the  comparability  of  data  by  cause  of  death  in  1968  with  that 
for  prior  years.   In  addition  to  a  revision  in  the  classification  of 
diseases,  changes  were  also  introduced  in  rules  governing  the  selection 
of  the  underlying  cause  of  death.   A  measure  of  the  degree  of  comparability 
for  Maryland  was  derived  by  classifying  all  deaths  in  1968  by  both  the 
Eighth  and  the  Seventh  Revisions.* 

The  introduction  of  the  Eighth  Revision  had  very  little  effect  on  the 
classification  of  deaths  for  the  three  leading  causes  —  diseases  of 
heart,  malignant  neoplasms,  and  cerebrovascular  disease  (cerebral

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hemorrhage  and  other  vascular  lesions  according  to  the  Seventh  Revision) . 
The  1968  heart  disease  death  rate  was  almost  identical  with  that  for  1967, 
while  cerebrovascular  disease  showed  an  8  percent  rise  in  1968  from  1967' s 
unusually  low  level.   The  death  rate  for  malignant  neoplasms  increased 
two  percent,  reaching  a  record  high  of  156.3  per  100,000  population  in 
1968. 

The  death  rate  for  all  accidents  was  about  two  percent  higher  in  1968 
than  in  1967.   However,  if  the  Seventh  Revision  had  been  in  use  in  1968, 
the  rate  would  have  been  an  additional  four  percent  higher.   The  death 
rate  for  motor  vehicle  accidents  was  minimally  affected  by  the  revision 
but  the  rate  for  all  other  accidental  causes  was  considerably  reduced  as 
a  result  of  the  new  coding  assignments.   The  death  rate  for  motor  vehicle 
accidents,  the  leading  accident  component,  reached  23.3  per  100,000  in 
1968,  the  highest  level  since  1941.   The  874  deaths  attributed  to  motor 
vehicle  accidents  is  the  largest  annual  number  ever  reported. 

Influenza  and  pneumonia  deaths  rose  sharply  in  1968,  and  the  cause  group 
moved  upward  in  rank  from  the  sixth  leading  category  in  1967  to  fifth 
place.   Much  of  the  increase  was  accounted  for  by  1968 's  influenza 
epidemics,  but  a  substantial  part  of  the  change  can  also  be  attributed 
to  rule  changes  made  in  the  Eighth  Revision. 

Among  changes  that  affect  the  rankings  for  the  twenty  leading  causes  of 
death  are  the  following:   The  category  "Symptoms,  senility,  and  ill-defined 
conditions"  is  no  longer  included.   The  category  "Bronchopulmonic  diseases" 
no  longer  exists.   Emphysema,  which  accounted  for  56  percent  of  all  deaths 
attributed  to  this  cause  in  1967,  is  now  the  prinicpal  component  of  a  new 
category  titled  "Bronchitis,  emphysema,  and  asthma",  which  ranks  ninth  in 
the  State. 

Among  causes  of  death  unaffected  by  coding  changes  due  to  the  Eighth 
Revision  which  showed  pronounced  increases  in  rates  in  1968  were  cirrhosis 
of  the  liver  and  homicide.   The  death  rate  from  cirrhosis  of  the  liver  has 
climbed  from  12.8  per  100,000  in  1963  to  18.1  in  1968,  an  increase  of  41 
percent.   Maryland's  trend  reflects  that  for  the  nation  which,  according 
to  the  World  Health  Organization,  has  moved  ahead  of  France  to  attain  the 
world's  highest  incidence  of  alcoholism.   Despite  this  problem,  "the 
Federal  effort  of  this  nation  ....  is  less  than  the  alcohol  program  budget 
of  one  Canadian  province."* 

Even  more  dramatic  has  been  the  recent  upward  curve  exhibited  by  deaths 
resulting  from  homicide.   In  contrast  to  a  5  percent  increase  between 
1958  and  1963  (from  5.8  to  6.1  per  100,000),  the  rate  increased  by  61 
percent  in  the  next  five  year  span,  reaching  9.8  per  100,000  in  1968.

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Maryland's  experience  has  roughly  paralleled  that  for  the  nation.   Ex- 
perts have  linked  this  rise  in  violence  to  America's  soaring  economic 
growth,  which  has  accelerated  social  change  and  accentuated  socio- 
economic differences.   New  feelings  of  social  unrest  have  contributed 
to  such  violent  expressions  of  discontent  as  urban  riots  which  in  number 
are  unmatched  in  the  nation's  history.   Coupled  with  this  source  of 
potential  strife  has  been  the  nation's  division  over  a  war  whose  purpose 
is  questioned  by  many.   One  historian  has  noted  that  "when  violence  is 
legally  sanctioned  for  a  cause  in  which  people  see  no  moral  purpose, 
this  is  an  obvious  stimulus  to  individuals  to  use  violence  for  what  they 
may  maniacally  consider  moral  purposes  of  their  own."* 

A  solution  to  these  problems  and  the  concomitant  mounting  homicide  rate 
does  not  appear  to  be  in  sight.   The  mayor  of  the  nation's  largest  city 
has  commented:   "Congress  committed  more  than  300  times  as  many  tax 
dollars  to  the  acceleration  of  a  war  on  the  other  side  of  the  world  than 
it  did  to  the  prevention  of  violence  and  bloodshed  on  the  streets  of  our 
own  cities. "** 


D.   Infant  Deaths 

The  infant  mortality  rate  in  Maryland  for  1968  was  21.5  deaths  under  one 
year  of  age  per  1,000  live  births.   This  was  three  percent  below  the  rate 
for  1967  (22.2),  the  previous  record  low. 

After  a  lengthy  hiatus  the  downward  trend  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  in 
the  United  States ,  which  characterized  the  first  half  of  the  twentieth 
century,  was  resumed  in  the  late  1960's.   In  Maryland,  the  infant  mortality 
rate  dropped  from  61.6  to  26.4  per  1,000  between  1935  and  1950,  a  decrease 
of  57  percent.   In  the  succeeding  fifteen-year  span,  1950  to  1965,  the  rate 
diminished  only  by  6  percent.   This  was  a  smaller  reduction  than  the  13 
percent  that  has  occurred  in  the  latest  three-year  period,  from  1965  to  1968,

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IV.   MARRIAGES 


A.   Trend 

The  total  number  of  marriages  which  took  place  in  Maryland  during  1968 
was  51,165.  This  was  2,271  more  than  the  number  recorded  the  previous 
year,  and  represented  the  highest  level  since  1948. 

The  lowest  level  for  the  period  since  1940  was  reached  during  the  years 
1958-1963,  when  the  number  of  marriages  was  relatively  constant  at  about 
40,000  a  year.   The  1968  figure  is  almost  24  percent  above  that  for  1963, 
and  reflects  the  entrance  into  the  prime  ages  of  marriage  of  children 
born  in  the  post-World  War  II  surge  of  births. 


B.   Resident  Status 

In  28,080  or  55  percent  of  the  marriages  performed  in  the  State  during 
1968,  both  the  bride  and  groom  were  Maryland  residents.   In  addition, 
there  were  4,369  (9  percent)  between  resident  brides  and  nonresident 
grooms,  and  1,899  (4  percent)  between  nonresident  brides  and  resident 
grooms . 

Marriages  in  which  both  the  bride  and  groom  were  nonresidents  numbered 
16,817  in  1968  and  represented  33  percent  of  all  the  ceremonies  performed, 
compared  with  35  percent  in  1967.   This  proportion  has  been  diminishing 
in  recent  years.   In  1956,  marriages  between  two  nonresidents  constituted 
46  percent  of  all  the  ceremonies  performed  in  Maryland.   Nevertheless, 
during  1968  in  three  counties,  over  60  percent  of  all  marriages  continued 
to  be  those  in  which  both  bride  and  groom  were  out-of-state  residents. 
These  three  counties  —  Cecil,  Garrett,  and  Allegany  —  accounted  for  more 
than  half  of  all  nonresident  marriages  taking  place  in  1968. 


C.   Civil  and  Religious  Ceremonies 

Civil  (in  contrast  to  religious)  ceremonies  were  chosen  by  26  percent  of 
all  couples  married  in  Maryland  during  1968.   This  percentage  varied 
greatly  depending  upon  the  political  subdivision  in  which  the  ceremony 
was  performed,  ranging  from  a  low  of  four  percent  in  Somerset  County  to 
a  high  of  55  percent  in  Cecil  County. 


D.   Marriages  by  Previous  Marital  Status  and  Age 

In  68  percent  of  the  ceremonies,  neither  the  bride  nor  the  groom  had  been 
previously  wedded.   On  the  other  hand,  77  percent  of  all  brides  and  76 
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percent  of  all  grooms  were  married  for  the  first  time.   Of  the  first 
married  brides,  71  percent  were  under  22  years  of  age,  while  of  the 
grooms  marrying  for  the  first  time,  72  percent  were  under  25  years  of 
age.   Remarriages  outnumbered  first  marriages  for  brides  aged  30  years 
or  more  and  for  grooms  aged  35  years  or  over. 


V.   DIVORCES 

The  number  of  absolute  divorces  and  annulments  granted  in  Maryland  in 
1968  was  8,151,  about  ten  percent  more  than  the  number  for  1967.   This 
was  the  highest  number  ever  observed  except  for  the  year  1946  when  the 
post-World  War  II  divorce  peak  occurred. 

A  majority  of  all  decrees  in  1968  were  granted  on  the  legal  ground  of 
voluntary  separation  (4,673)  and  nearly  all  of  the  remainder  gave 
desertion  (2,003)  or  adultery  (1,154)  as  the  legal  reason. 

In  7,638  divorces  for  which  information  on  children  under  18  years  of 
age  was  recorded,  39  percent  reported  no  child;  26  percent,  one  child; 
and  35  percent,  two  or  more  children.   Over  9,500  children  under  the 
age  of  18  years  were  members  of  families  broken  by  divorce  in  1968. 

The  median  duration  of  the  marriage  of  persons  receiving  absolute 
divorce  decrees  or  annulments  was  9.2  years.  About  17  percent  of 
the  terminations  were  of  marriages  of  less  than  four  years,  while 
29  percent  were  of  marriages  of  15  years  or  longer. 
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DEFINITIONS  AND  EXPLANATORY  NOTES 


The  data  contained  in  this  report  are  presented  on  a  residence  basis, 
regardless  of  where  the  vital  event  occurred,  unless  specifically  noted 
otherwise.   Information  on  marriages  and  divorces  cover  only  events 
occurring  in  Maryland. 


I.   DEFINITIONS 

The  definitions  of  some  of  the  more  frequently  used  terms  in  this  report 
are  as  follows: 

A.  Live  Birth:   The  complete  expulsion  or  extraction  from  its  mother  of 

a  product  of  human  conception  irrespective  of  the  period  of  gestation, 
which,  after  such  separation,  breathes  or  shows  any  other  evidence  of 
life,  such  as  beating  of  the  heart,  pulsation  of  the  umbilical  cord  or 
definite  movement  of  voluntary  muscle,  whether  or  not  the  umbilical 
cord  has  been  cut  or  the  placenta  is  attached. 

B.  Fetal  Death:   Death  prior  to  the  complete  expulsion  or  extraction 
from  its  mother  of  a  product  of  human  conception,  irrespective  of 
the  duration  of  pregnancy;  the  death  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that 
after  such  separation,  the  fetus  does  not  breathe  or  show  any  other 
evidence  of  life,  such  as  beating  of  the  heart,  pulsation  of  the 
umbilical  cord  of  definite  movement  of  voluntary  muscles. 

C.  Infant  Death:   Death  occurring  to  a  person  under  age  one. 

D.  Neonatal  Death:   Death  occurring  to  a  person  under  28  days  of  age. 

E.  Perinatal  Death:   Death  occurring  after  20  weeks  of  gestation  but 
before  28  days  after  birth.   The  perinatal  deaths  included  in  this 
report  are,  therefore,  the  sum  of  the  reportable  fetal  deaths  (fetal 
deaths  after  20  weeks  gestation)  and  the  neonatal  deaths. 

F.  Low-weight  Birth:   A  live  birth  weighing  2,500  grams  (5^  pounds)  or  less, 

G.  Length  of  Pregnancy:  The  duration  of  gestation,  in  completed  weeks, 
as  calculated  from  the  first  day  of  the  last  normal  menstrual  period 
to  the  date  of  birth. 
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Birth  Rate:   Number  of  live  births  per  1,000  population, 


I.   Death  Rate:   Number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  per  1,000  population. 
Death  rates  for  specific  causes  are  per  100,000  population. 

J-   Infant  Death  Rate:   Number  of  infant  deaths  per  1,000  live  births. 
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K.   Fetal  Death  Rate :   Number  of  reportable  fetal  deaths  per  1,000  total 
births.   Total  births  include  live  births  plus  fetal  deaths  of  twenty 
weeks  gestation  or  more. 

L.   Neonatal  Death  Rate:   Number  of  neonatal  deaths  per  1,000  live  births. 

M.   Perinatal  Death  Rate:   Number  of  perinatal  deaths  per  1,000  total 

births.   Total  births  include  live  births  plus  fetal  deaths  of  twenty 
weeks  gestation  or  more. 

The  definitions  of  terms  A  and  B  are  set  by  law  (Annotated  Code  of  Maryland, 
1957  Edition,  1967  Supplement:  Article  43,  Section  14  (a)).   However,  fetal 
deaths  are  reportable  for  filing  purposes  only  if  the  death  occurs  after  a 
gestation  period  of  twenty  completed  weeks  or  more  (Article  43 ,  Section  21 
(a)).   Therefore,  the  fetal  deaths  included  in  this  report  cover  only  those 
of  twenty  or  more  weeks  of  gestation.

II.   EXPLANATORY  NOTE  ON  POPULATION  ESTIMATION 

Starting  with  the  year  1955,  intercensal  population  estimates  for  each 
Maryland  county  have  been  prepared  by  the  Maryland  State  Department  of 
Health  using  the  Bogue-Duncan  composite  method.*  Annual  estimates  for 
the  City  of  Baltimore  are  provided  by  the  Baltimore  City  Health  Department. 
The  State  total  represents  the  sum  of  the  estimates  for  the  counties  and 
for  Baltimore  City. 

Under  the  Bogue-Duncan  method,  estimates  for  various  age  groups  are  derived 
independently  and  are  then  summed  to  secure  a  total  for  all  ages.   Death 
statistics  by  age  and  race  for  the  year  of  the  estimate  are  used  to  estimate 
ages  45  and  over,  birth  statistics  to  estimate  ages  18  to  44,  and  school 
enrollment  data  (supplied  by  the  State  Department  of  Education)  to  estimate 
ages  5  to  17.   Birth  statistics  for  preceeding  years  are  used  in  conjunction 
with  an  estimate  of  the  net  migration  of  young  children  to  provide  a  figure 
for  the  population  under  5. 

As  experience  was  gained  with  the  Bogue-Duncan  method,  the  Health  Department 
has  introduced  modifications  and  adaptations  to  meet  recognized  problems. 
For  example,  counties  containing  proportionately  large  number  of  persons 
living  in  group  quarters,  such  as  military  installations,  penal  institutions, 
and  mental  hospitals,  present  unique  difficulties.   Estimates  from  the

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composite  procedures  for  such  counties  are  supplemented  by  data  secured 
from  official  sources  (U.  S.  Department  of  Defense,  State  Department  of 
Correction,  Statistics  Section  -  Maryland  Department  of  Mental  Hygiene), 

A  new  modification  was  introduced  starting  with  the  1966  estimates. 
Calculations  for  the  population  18  years  of  age  and  over  under  the 
Bogue-Duncan  method  were  obtained  on  an  area  basis,  that  is,  for  groups 
of  contiguous  counties  rather  than  on  the  basis  of  single  counties. 
Estimates  for  the  adult  population  of  individual  counties  were  then 
derived  by  a  procedure  which  assumed  that  the  relative  change  since 
the  1960  census  year  in  the  ratio  of  the  area's  adult  population  to 
the  number  of  filed  resident  individual  state  income  tax  returns  was 
proportionately  distributed. 


III.   EXPLANATORY  NOTE  ON  COMPARABILITY  OF  CAUSE  OF  DEATH  DATA 

During  the  period  1958  through  1967  the  Seventh  Revision  of  the  Inter- 
national Classification  of  Diseases  (ICD)  was  used  to  classify  causes 
of  death.   A  new  revision,  the  Eighth  Revision  International  Classifi- 
cation of  Diseases ,  Adapted  for  Use  in  the  United  States  was  used  in 
Maryland  and  the  United  States  in  1968,  producing  some  major  modifica- 
tions in  the  coding  of  causes  of  death.   As  a  result,  measures  of  the 
degree  of  discontinuity  in  cause  of  death  statistics  are  required  for 
the  correct  interpretation  of  mortality  trends. 

A  method  of  measuring  the  changes  in  cause  of  death  statistics  intro- 
duced by  the  use  of  the  new  Revision  is  through  dual  coding  of  each 
death  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  of  both  the  Seventh  and  the 
Eighth  Revisions.   Comparability  ratios  are  then  computed  that  measure 
the  effect  of  the  Eighth  Revision  on  mortality  statistics. 

The  new  decennial  revision  involves  not  only  changes  in  the  basic 
categorization  scheme  for  classifying  diseases,  but  changes  in  rules 
governing  the  selection  and  coding  of  the  underlying  cause  of  death. 
Interpretations  of  these  many  changes  immediately  following  the  intro- 
duction of  such  a  revision  may  differ  from  one  registration  area  to 
another.   Maryland's  comparability  ratios  therefore  may  not  be  consistent 
with  those  developed  for  other  areas. 

The  ratios  presented  in  the  table  opposite  to  this  page  are  based  on 
all  deaths  to  Maryland  residents  occurring  in  1968.   Ratios  were  com- 
puted by  dividing  the  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  particular  cause  of 
death  categories  according  to  the  Eighth  Revision  ICDA,  by  the  number 
of  deaths  assigned  to  the  most  nearly  comparable  categories  under  the 
Seventh  Revision. 

Although  for  many  causes  or  cause  groups  the  ratios  are  close  to  1.00 
considerable  changes  are  evident  for  others.   A  detailed  discussion  of 
the  major  features  and  changes  resulting  from  the  introduction  of  the 
Eighth  Revision  is  beyond  the  scope  of  this  report.   More  information 
is  available  in  a  paper  by  Robert  A.  Israel  and  Joan  Klebba,  "A  Pre- 
liminary Report  on  the  Effect  of  Eighth  Revision  ICDA  on  Cause  of  Death 
Statistics",  American  Journal  of  Public  Health,  Vol.  89,  No.  9
